Another method is for a broker to ol 
tain a crude supply for a refinery, pay- 
ing not more than the maximum pre- 
mium and charging no commission, but in 
exchange for his services taking over 
the handling of the sale of the plant’s 
refined product. Not being a marketer 
himself, he finds it necessary to obtain 
an outlet for the refinery products. He 
naturally goes to a marketer. His own 
commission, therefore, must come be 
fore the margin of profit that the mar 
keter obtains, the jobber in the end 
paying the price. This system, how 
ever, has not reached the scope attained 
by the double contract system 

Other brokers, in some instances, are

Automobile ManIn 
Conservation Work

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—C. ( 
Winningham, an automobile man, who 
for the past eight years has been in 
charge of the sales for the Hudson 
Motor Car Company, Detroit, has been 
appointed Chief of the Gasoline Section 
of the Bureau of Oil Conservation of 
the Oil Division by W. Champlin 
Robinson, Director of the Bureau.

Trucks Being Used Increasingly In Producing Fields 


To Haul Materials 


TULSA, Aug. 1. 

HE oil industry’s plan for meet- 

ing a shortage of crude oil this 

year by the most comprehensive 

drilling campaign in all fields that has 

ever been undertaken would have been 

handicapped to a great extent if the in- 

dustry had depended solely on horses and 

mules to get drilling equipment and needed 

supplies from railroad sidings into the 
oil fields. 

Many of the larger producing com 
panies saw the possibilities in trucks in 
this connection, and they have used them 
not so much for the saving they bring 
about over operating horse-drawn equip- 
ment as for the speeding up in field 
operations they could bring about. The 
saving here can not be figured in dollars 
and cents, in fact it was secondary to 
the need for haste in getting the new 
wells down and the crude from _ the 
ground. 

The use of trucks has served to large 


offset the delay that was brought about 
by the partial breakdown of railroad 
transportation facilities. Trucks are now 
running into the fields on 125 or 150- 
mile trips with needed supplies from the 
company’s warehouse or the nearest oil 
well supply branch. Formerly it would 
have been necessary to have had the 
supplies shipped by freight to the near- 
est railroad connection and then hauled 
to the field by horses. What amounted to 
delay of days in the past while such sup- 
plies were being moved, with the roads in 
their present conditions would have strung 
along into weeks in many cases this sea- 
son, with drilling possibly discontinued 
until they arrived. 

That there is a very material monetary 
saving per ton mile in the use of trucks, 


however, is the experience of the big 
producing companies in Oklahoma and 
Kansas, which are more or less pioneers 
in this use of trucks. They can go to

Make Saving For

The accompanying article is the 
second in the series prepared by the 
Mid-Continent representative of 
THE PETROLEUM NEWS on the 
use of motor trucks in the oil pro- 
ducing fields, a phase of the use of 
motor equipment in the oil industry 
of which but little has been said 
thus far in spite of its rapid de- 
velopment. This article goes into 
the cost of truck operation as com- 
pared with horse-drawn equipment, 
showing the actual saving per ton- 
mile where motor equipment is 
used. Other articles in the series 
will follow.—Editor. 
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Their accounts, kept in varying detail, 
according to the methods of the individual 
company, show in every case a saving 
over the method of teaming. 

Save $300 a Month 

Even in the Osage hills, where they 
are operated under difficulties not found 
elsewhere in the level country in the Mid- 
Continent, the trucks show savings, fre- 
quently running $300 and $400 a month, on 
items that can be reduced to straight 
operating costs in dollars and cents. Add 
to this the time saved in transportation, 
for which it is impossible to make a 
charge in accounting, and the value of the 
truck is increasingly apparent. If it were 
possible to show where power was down 
and production cut off, quick transporta- 
tion restoring a well or wells to normal 
conditions, the relative value between the 
use of teams and trucks could be made 
apparent in actual dollars and cents figures 
that would give an astounding insight into 
economy of operation. 

There is no question of the saving, but 
under varying conditions there might be 
room for argument as to how much, and, 
since accounting must deal with actual 
cost figures rather than theoretical esti- 
mates, there is no way of reaching a de- 
termination with exactitude. 

Expense accounts, as kept by operating 
companies, however, give an insight into 
conditions. As an example, three trucks 
operated by the Gypsy Oil Company under 
different conditions one of the hardest 
months last winter, showed a composite 
saving of $424.78 after all expenses had 
been taken off the depreciation of $191.72 
allowed.

ventures.

Mid-Continent Bureau, 
TULSA, August 3. 


John J. Shea, of Tulsa, chairman of 





the committee on taxation of the Mid- 
Continent Oil and Gas Association, in 
a letter from Washington to J. F 
Darby, active vice-president, is of the 
opinion that everything that can be 
done regarding a consumption tax on 
oline until the matter comes out ot 
committee in the House of Representa- 
tives has been “fairly well accom- 
plished.” 

Mr. Shea expects the committee to 
act about August 26, adding that at that 
time “the association should be very 
active in the Senate along the lines that 
vill be suggested in the proposed house 
bill to see that the industry is given a 
ratable taxation as compared to other 
industries.” He adds that there is a 
strong disposition on the part of the 
Senate to object to an eight billion dol- 
lar tax. 

Many of the Senators,” he says, “urge 
that the extreme expenditure of’ the 
government for the ending fiscal year 
will not exceed fifteen to twenty billions 
and not to exceed one-third of that 
amount should be raised by taxation.’ 
If this idea prevails it would mean a 
tax of five or six billions, which would 
be only moderately in excess of the 
amount raised in 1917. This would not 
be a difficult burden to bear and one 
which the industries of the United 
States could absorb very easily if the 
law when passed places the burdens 
equally and ratably.
